NON-PARTIGAN CITY CANVAS 
DISCLOSES JOKERS. 
One-tenth of the Total Either 
Dead, Neve Given Wrong Ad- 
dresses or Have Disappeared, Ac- 
cording to Returns of the Postal! 
Authorities—Vote to Be Watched. 


One-tenth of the number of persons 
whose names appear on the Great 
Register for the city of Los Angeles 
either are dead, do not live at the 


This is the gist of investigations that 
have been made by the Non-Partisan 
City Central Committee by means of a 
postal canvass of the city. 

Out of a little more than 50,000 let - 
went out by the committee, using 
Great Register as a mailing list, 
nearly 6000 have been returned by the 
postoffice authorities with the informa- 
tion that the addressees cannot de 
reached. 

Various reasons are given for the 
non-delivery of the letters. “Name 
not in the city directory,” “No such 


why 
some of these names are on the Great 
Register, which was opened on Janu- 
ary 1 of this year. A small percentage 
of the total registration has removed 
from one street number to another. 
Some persons have died. Some have 
left the city. It is considered strange, 
though, that the proportion to the 
total registration should be so great. 
Ten per cent. is an exceedingly high | 
proportion. It is estimated that th» 
usual causes would bring about such 
changes in about 2 per cent. of the 
registration. 

The situation is serious enough to 
move the Central Committee to act 
with alertness on election day to see 
that an attemp is not made to vote 


the names of dead men and absentees. | — 


Whether any extensive ‘stuffing’ 
has been indulged in is a matter that 
members of the committee are not 
prepared to assert. Their eyes are 
open, however, and the prospects are 
that it will be exceedingly dangerous 
for fivaters to attempt to vote the | 
names of those persons who are regis- | 
ered, and whom the postal authorities | 
have been unable to find.

Contractor 8. T. Eldridge, Republican 
candidate for Supervisor of the Third 
District, has announced that, if elect- 
ed, he will continue his contracting 
business while acting as the servant 
of the people of the county.

FINDLAY (0.) Oct. 17.—The con- 
cluding argument to the jury in the 
trial of the Standard Oil Company of 
Ohio for alleged conspiracy against 
trade was begun today. Virgil Kline 
made the coucluding argument for the 
defense and Atty.-Gen. Ellis will close 
the arguments. 

“I am glad to have the opportunity 
to face a jury in Hancock county,” 
Kline began, “and discuss before you 
the facts and fancies of this case. The 
Standard Oil Company stands here 
charged with an offense against the 
laws of the State of Ohio. It has not 
replied to its enemies. Its slanderers, 
its foes, have been allowed to pass un- 
answered. Those slanders from the 
pulpit, perhaps, at times from the 
press, and from the street, would have 
been well for it, perhaps, to have an- 
swered. But all the time it has at- 
tended to its business faithfully and 
diligently. I have no apology to make 
for the Standard Ou Company. 

“With prosper! there comes envy, 
with envy there mes hatred, and 
with hatred misrep ntation and all 
manner of prejudice which is to be 
found in the pathway of every man 
who succeeds and every corporation 
that succeeds.” 

Kline expressed his contempt for the 
fault finders in the midst of the t- 
est prosperity the country ever knew.

STILL NEEDS MONEY. 


One-Million-Dollar Rockefeller Gift 
Does Not Prevent Deficit at Har- 
vard Medical College.

BOSTON, Oct. 17.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) Harvard's new $6,000,000 med- 
ical school is already facing an annual 
deficit of $50,000, owing to heavily in- 
creased expenses in maintaining its 
vast new plant. 

John D. Rockefeller's $1,000,000 gift 
to meet the running expenses, though 
yielding an annual income of $45,000, 
will not be enough, but it ts hoped 
that in time, as the schoo! attracts 
more students, the deficit will be di- 
minished.
